/ NEW YORK — A British firm said yesterday Í 
.that it has purchased a New York financier’s 
stamp collection for more than $10 million, which 
it said was a record. 

The collection consists of ‘about 3,500 stamps, } 
envelopes and letters mailed in the United States | 
during the nation’s first century. It was assembled | 
Į by financier Marc Haas, 71, over the past 
35 years. 

“I feel like I've lost my children,” said Haas, 
president of American Diversified Enterprises, a 
privately owned conglomerate. 

Howard O. Fraser, chairman of the board of § 
f Stanley Gibbons International of London, buyer of | 
the collection, would not release the exast price of 
j the Haas collection. The previous record for a} 

stamp collection was $3.5 million, he said. 
; “It was assembled with a great deal of taste, a 
} great deal of knowledge and a great deal of 
f money,” Fraser said at a news conference. Similar } 
Í news conferences were held jin London and § 
f Sydney, Australia. b 
| Fraser said his company had not determined | 

how it would sell the collection, but “we believe the 
collection should be sold in-the United States, in 4 
sections.” 

There are only “three, four or five” such 
collections in existence, Fraser said. He noted that 
Haas’ stamps represent “a tremendous slice of |
